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THE CONTRAST 


A n outstanding feature of 

Mr. Mackenzie King’s speech in the 
House of Commons on Monday was the sig¬ 
nificant contrast he drew between Canada's po¬ 
sition during his term of office and the state of 
affairs in the Dominion since Mr. Bennett was 
elected to power. 

It will be remembered that after the defeat 
of the Meighen administration ten years ago, Mr. 
King and his colleagues faced a set of circum¬ 
stances similar in an economic way to those 
which confronted Mr. Bennett last summer. The 
country had just gone through a period of war 
, prosperity and a bill of reckoning had been 
presented. The new government’s legacy in¬ 
cluded a net debt of nearly $2,333,000,000, 
drooping trade, declining revenues, and an un¬ 
employment situation which was sending thou¬ 
sands of Canadians to the United States, then 
enjoying a post-war boom of proportions never 
before experienced. But it set about its difficult 
task in a practical fashion. It removed barriers 
to trade, reduced customs duties, especially the 
duties paid on goods bought by Canada from 
Great Britain, and embarked upon policies cal¬ 
culated to restore the country’s economic 
equilibrium. 

The figures Mr. King quoted in his speech 
are proof of the success of those policies. An 
export trade of $745,000,000 in 1922 grew 
under his administration to a total of $1,389,- 
000,000 in 1929. Nor was this all. Mr. 
King’s government was able to show a balance 
on the right side of the country’s finances from 
1924 until it went out of office last year. In 
addition to which it reduced the national debt 
by nearly $300,000,000 and cut taxation be¬ 
tween 1926 and 1930 by no less than $116,- 
000,000. The manner in which it conducted 
the Dominion’s business, moreover, so substan¬ 
tially restored public confidence, both at home 
and abroad, that Canada, as an economic unit 
among the family of nations, came to be re¬ 
garded as one of the most fortunate countries in 
the world. Her’s was the first money to reach 
parity with the American dollar—an early 
achievement of the King government of which 
it had reason to be proud. And a population 
loss of many thousands a month was completely 
redressed, until, r.s statistics showed, the migra¬ 
tion exchange bt. /een Canada and the United 
States turned in this country’s favor. These 
achievements, then, were written down to the 
credit of the King government—the satisfac¬ 
tory legacy inherited by Mr. Bennett and his 
colleagues by virtue of the mandate they received 
from the electorate last July. 

Besides giving an account of his stewardship 
between 1921 and 1930, Mr. Mackenzie King 
gave the House of Commons a report on condi¬ 
tions as they exist to-day. He did not require 
to draw upon his imagination or indulge in poli¬ 
tical theory. The government’s statements and 
figures were all he required for the purpose of 
his contrast. Mr. Bennett won office on a policy 
of higher protection; on a promise to call, a 
special session of Parliament to pass legislation 
increasing the tariff by which he would end 
unemployment. The House met last September 
and at that time the country was told there 
were something like 11 7,000 idle workers and 
that this number probably would increase to 
about 1 70,000 by Christmas, but it would not 
go beyond this because the effect of the policies 
introduced by the new government would be 
felt by this time. Yet, toward the end of Jan¬ 
uary, Hon. Gideon Robertson, Mr. Bennett’s 
Minister of Labor, publicly stated that the 
number of unemployed in Canada stood at ap¬ 
proximately 300.000. So much for the effect 
of the special session on unemployment. 

In regard to the Dominion’s finances, there 
is a similar tale to be told. Mr. Robb's budgets 
were the envy of finance ministers in many 
lands; they meant surpluses. The last Liberal 
budget was no exception; Mr. Dunning’s ledger 
showed a balance of $40,000,000 on the right 
side. This has vanished and Mr. Bennett al¬ 
ready has prepared the country for a deficit of 
something like $100,000,000. In addition to 
this debit account, moreover, there is also a sub¬ 
stantial increase in the national debt, an un¬ 
favorable trade balance of more than $90,- 
000.000 in the year ending with last month, 
falling revenues, higher taxation—and an un¬ 
solved unemployment problem that is worse by 
more than one hundred per cent than it was 
when the government that was elected on its 
promise to find work for all met Parliament to 
pass its so-called cure-all legislation. 

Nor is the prospect of making up for these 
deficiences at all bright. Mr. Bennett proposes 
to make it more difficult for Canada to trade 
with the other countries of the empire and with 
the rest of the world. British imports will have 
to jump over a higher tariff wall before they 
can get into this Dominion. But, as Mr. King 
pointed out in his speech, the Old Country 
trader has gone down to the Argentine with his 
wares and a sign which reads: "If you will 
trade with us, we shall trade with you." Mr. 
Bennett went to London last fall, however.

The time of industrial pioneers Is past. Just as 
feudalism Is gone; we are living In a new age of 
team play. 

I believe that. In the fdture, team play will be 
practiced not only among Individuals but among 
nations. If there are still some on the American 
continent who believe that European prosperity 
Is a matter of Indifference to them, or some 
Europeans who believe that political order in 
China is of no Importance, they will pay dearly 
for their beliefs. 

World economic solidarity Is a fact of this age, 
whether one welcomes It or deplores It. . . . This 
crisis will pass. I even believe that we may say, 
without great risk of contradiction, that It has 
already passed Its most dangerous stage, because 
If we compare the prices of the principal raw ma¬ 
terials with prices before the war. we see that for 
most of them the curve Is now not far .from the 
lowest points ever reached. But wages are higher 
than before the war. 

It is certainly true that at this time many pro¬ 
ducers ore working for less than the cost of pro¬ 
duction. This is a state of things that cannot 
last very long. 

Of course, the prophet of evil can say that this 
crisis bears no resemblance to any other because 
the disorder In the world Is greater than at any 
other time In history. Immense territories— 
Russia, China and India—have been, in part at 
least, wiped out from the community of con¬ 
sumers. while, at the same time, production Is ih- 
creasing at a pace that the nineteenth century 
never knew. 

All that Is true. But the disorder after the 
Napoleonlo wars was not less, and the difference 
between the methods of production of 1830 and 
those of 1730 was as great as the difference be¬ 
tween 1830 and 1930.

German Pays 
Tribute To 
British Army 

Reuter's Special to The Victoria Times 

London—The German system ot at¬ 
tack In massed formation as compared 
with the British preference for ex¬ 
tended order, a method that demands 
higher morale and the greater Indi¬ 
viduality of better-trained soldiers, 
made an ineradicable Impression on a 
German captain of Grenadiers, Walter 
Bloem. 

His book. “The Advance from Mons,” 
has been well read in Germany for some 
years, but has only recently received 
English translation. It merits as wide 
an attention In this country. equaUy 
for Its military data as Its literary 
quality. There Is one passage In which 
he gives a description of the English 
Twelfth Infantry Brigade attacking 
Rcross the valley of the Alsne on Sep- 
I tember 13: 

“Stretched out across the broad ex¬ 
panse of meadows between us and the 
river was a long line of dots far apart, 
and. looking through glasses, one saw 
that these dots were Infantry advanc¬ 
ing. widely extended: English Infantry, 
too, unmistakably. A field battery on 
our left had spotted them, and we 
watched their shrapnel bursting over 
the advancing line. Soon a second line 
of dots emerged from the willows along 
the river bank, at least ten paces apart. 

I and began to advance. More of our 
batteries came Into action. 

“The front line had taken cover when 
the shelling began, running behind any 
hedges or buildings near by, but this 
second line kept steadily on. while a 
third and fourth line appeared from the 
river banks, each keeping about 200 
yards* distance from the line In front. 
Our guns now fired like mad, but it 
did not stop the movement. A fifth 
and a sixth 11ns came on. all with the 
same wide Intervals between men and 
the same distance apart. It was mag¬ 
nificently done." 

THE DESPISED ENGLISH 

A worthy tribute from a generous 
and stout-hearted foe, who had crossed 
the Rhine a few weeks earlier with mis¬ 
conceptions which, however, he was 
quick to correct. He tells us of the 
first reports that the English were In 
front of them. “We knew what they 
looked like from the comic papers: 
short, fecarlet tunics with small caps 
set at an angle on their heads, c* 
bearskins with chln-stl-ap under the 
lip Instead of under the chin. There 
was much Joking about this, and also 
about Bismarck's remark of sending 
the police to arrest the English Army." 
But after the first real clash at Mons: 

"What a day. Bloem; perfectly 
ghastly I “And the men?” “The bat¬ 
talion is all to pieces—my splendid bat¬ 
talion. . . .If the English have the 
slightest suspicion of the condition we 
are in they will counter-attack to¬ 
night, antf that will be the last straw. 
They would send us all to glory. ... A 
bad defeat—there could be no gain¬ 
saying It; in our first battle we had 
I been badly beaten, and by the Eng¬ 
lish—by the English we had laughed 
I j at a few hours before r

London—The King sent a message zr. 
congratulation to 8lr Edward Clarke, 
K.C., who has just celebrated his nine¬ 
tieth'birthday at his home, Peterhouse, 
Staines, Middlesex. 

Sir Edward also received congratula¬ 
tions from the Attorney-General, Sir 
■'John Simon, Lord Reading, and many 
[others. 

• The King's message read: “On this. 
|your ninetieth birthday. I offer you my 
[sincere congratulations, and as senior 
(bencher of Lincoln's Inn, know that 
your brother benchers will Join with 
me in these good wishes. I trust that 
you are In enjoyment of your usual 
vigorous good health.” 

Sir Edward attended morning service 
at St. Peter's Church, Staines, carrying 
out his duties as churchwarden. Sir 
Edward built 8t. Peter's thirty-seven 
years ago at a cost of over £12,000. 
Later in the day he was the recipient 
from the townspeople of a volume con¬ 
taining an address and the names of 
the subscribers to a fund, which will 
be devoted to placing a three-light win¬ 
dow in St. Peter's. 

A self-made man. whose father was 
a small London jeweler, Sir Edward 
entered the India Office as a writer at 
a very early age, and In this way 
earned sufficient money to study for 
the Tancred law studentship, which he 
won at the age of twenty. In 1864 he 
was called at Lincoln's Inn. As a bar¬ 
rister he made an Immediate success 
In the Penge murder case, and later 
acted in the Tanby Croft baccarat 
ccandal. the Jameson Raid case and the 
Oscar Wilde case. In spite of his suc¬ 
cess as an advocate, he had greater am¬ 
bitions In politics than In the law, and 
I refused both the Mastership of the 
Rolls and a Judgeship. 

81r Edward’s opportunity of standing 
as a parliamentary candidate came In 
1880, and he was elected, but scarcely 
had he delivered his maiden speech 
when Parliament was dissolved, and at 
I the ensuing election he lost his seat. A 
by-clectlon at Plymouth gave him an¬ 
other opportunity, and he was elected 
for a constituency which retained him 
as Its member for twenty years. 

In Parliament. Sir Edward soon made 
his name as a vigorous orator, and In 
! 1886 he was appointed Solicitor-Gen¬ 
eral by Lord Salisbury and knighted. 
After a short retirement from Parlia¬ 
ment he achieved one of his greatest 
ambitions by being returned In 1906 
| for the place of his birth—the City of 
London. But the Conservatives were 
j evidently destined to spend several 
I years in opposition. For that reason, 
j perhaps. Sir Edward resigned this seat 
| after holding It for only six months, 
j and so. after thirty-six years of pollti- 
' cal activity, that part of his career 

I definitely ended. His career at the Bar 

II continued with diminishing activity 

until 1914. when he retired after halfr 
a-century’s work. ,

The altar 
may have been set up by Cli^-dwellers. 

Rainbow Natural Bridge Is so named 
because of Its shape. It* colors do not 
match those of the rainbow, being 
shades of red and brown. It Is not 
well suited to sertfe as a bridge, al¬ 
though a person viewing It from a dis¬ 
tance might suppose it could be used 
ln that wav. 

The arch Is composed of sandstone

which we see to-day looks very strong 
and solid, but testa have proved that 
pieces can be knocked from it and 
| easily crushed by a hammer. I trust 
that the number of these tests will not 
be so great as to destroy the bridge!

Chief Justice Morrison, at the end of 
the hearing late yesterday afternoon, 
dismissed the habeas corpus applica¬ 
tion of Stuart Henderson, counsel for 
Chow Duck Yuet, convicted drug 
peddler of Duncan, now held at the 
Immigration barracks in Vancouver for 
deportation. 

Mr. Henderson based hla action on 
the fact that Judge McIntosh In sen¬ 
tencing Chow last April had wrong¬ 
fully made the penalty one year and 
a day. with an additional fine of 
*200, but had not stated the alterna¬ 
tive sentence If the fine were not paid. 
The Appeal Court later righted the 
sentence by adding the words "or an 
additional three months In prison.** 

R. L. Maitland. KC., as counsel for 
the Department of Immigration, read 
the sections of the apti-narcotlo laws 
to show that the department may take 
charge of a prisoner for deportation “at 
the expiration, or sooner determina¬ 
tion. of sentence." 

Mr. Henderson opposed the warrant 
on the ground that It had been Issued 
on the basis of the conviction he was 
disputing and that the recital of the 
document was related to that con¬ 
viction only. 

"Courts and Legislatures are reach¬ 
ing out their hands to the other In an 
effort to check the trafficking in 
drugs." the Chief Justice said.

The capacity for prj 
ductlon had been greatly enlarged 
owing to the encouragement resulting 
from artificial price control. In some 
cases prices had been maintained with¬ 
out any serious attempt to restrict pro¬ 
duction. Upon the commencement of 
economic dislocation in the latter part 
of 1929. most of the organizations at¬ 
tempting to maintain prices loot con¬ 
trol. and the burden of carrying heaw 
stocks on a declining market waa 
thrown back on the primary producers. 
Decline was pronounced In such basic 
commodities as wheat, sugar, coffee.

By-law For $93,000 Will 
Earn Government Grant of 
$16,868 


Submission to the ratepayers of 
Saanich of a by-law for construc¬ 
tion of three buildings for high 
school purposes, was approved yes¬ 
terday evening at a round ’.able 
conference of school trustees, coun¬ 
cillors and leading citizens, held at 
I Royal Oak Municipal Hall with 
Trustee F. V. Hobbs In the Chair. 

A full representation of council¬ 
lors and trustees attended, the citi¬ 
zens present being: A. Francis, 
ward one; George McGregor, ward 
.wo; R. s. Twining, ward three; 

J. A. Dewar, ward four; H. C. Old¬ 
field. ward five; Capt. Nat Gray, 
ward six, and F. Simpson, ward 
seven. 

Messrs. Francis. McGregor and Simp¬ 
son considered the unofficial dele¬ 
gates not vested with the right to vote 
on a matter involving expenditure of 
public funds and therefore expressed 
no opinion on the resolution. The re¬ 
maining seventeen gentlemen made the 
support for the resolution unanimous, 
after the motion supporting three 
buildings had passed. 

The scheme outllhed would require 
a by-law for 893.000. together with a 
grant from the Department of Educa¬ 
tion of 916.868. The total cost of 8109.- 
868 would provide a fully equipped 
school of six rooms and an auditorium 
in the southwest area. Carey Road be¬ 
ing mentioned, at a cost of 945.860; 
with schools of four rooms each In the 
northern and southeastern districts, 
neither of which could be satisfactorily 
served by a central school. The cost of 
the two smaller schools would he 
658.530. 

DEPARTMENT OFFERS MORE 

To provide one large central school 
would cost 993.000. and the meeting 
agreed that the difference ln expense 
was warranted, especially ln view of an 
offer from Hon. Joshua Hlnchllffe to 
provide seventeen and one-half per cent 
of the cost up to 917,500. If three 
schools were provided by Saanich, other¬ 
wise the Education Department’s grant 
would be limited to twelve and one- 
half per cent of the cost.,
